Today man’s worst killers are 
cancer and heart trouble. In due 
time medical science will control 
these problems. 


Though medical science pro- 
gresses and fatal illnesses may be 
conquered, men always will die. It 
was appointed for man to die. It 
is conceivable that the day will 
come when all diseases will be 
under control. Then man probably 
will die of old age. . . 

Every man may die of some- 
thing, but not every man dies for 
something. There is a world of dif- 
ference between the two. 


To die of something is human 
and natural. To die for something 
is divine. There is no virtue in 
dying of something. This may 
mean merely quantity of life—ex- 
tension of life to the maximum. 


The oldest man in the Bible was 
Methuselah who lived 969 years. 
What did he do with his many 
years?

He’s Leaving State 


To Build His Plant 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Puerto Rico may not know it yet, but a Georgia 
businessman is making plans to go into business there. 

He wants to build a manufacturing plant. 

He would like to have built it in Georgia—probably a long 
time ago. 

But the particular products he is interested 
in manufacturing are made in this country by 
| only a few large companies with integrated pro- 
duction—from raw material to finished product. 


So, even if he could obtain sufficient quanti- 
ties of semi-finished goods, he couldn’t build his 
_& plant in Georgia and still be competitive. 


That’s what he said when he called the other 
day to ask some questions about Puerto Rico's 
industrial inducements. 

This was certainly a new twist. 

We thought back to all the statements we've

heard ‘from the many Georgians dedicated to furthering the de- 
velopment of the state’s industrial economy. 

Nearly every community has a group actively involved in 
this kind of work. 

Many are searching desperately for a new plant. 

They say they offer (and most of them do) an extremely 
favorable business climate, planned or zoned industrial sites, a 
large pool of labor (unskilled and semi-skilled) from which to 
choose, good transportation facilities, proximity to raw materials, 
adequate utilities, civic-minded citizens, etc. 

But looming most important in their list of inducements is 
labor—those available to man the factories. 


Georgia brags that its citizens, however unskilled, can he 
trained quickly to handle any manufacturing tasks; that their 
productivity is superior; in short, that they turn out a day's 
work for a day's pay. 


This is a direct appeal to manufacturers located in more 
highly unionized areas of the country, where production rates are 
said to be determined by organized labor, not management. 

In other words, it implies, Georgia labor is cheap—or rela- 
tively cheap. 


Reasons for Choosing Puerto Rico 
So why not build this new plant in Georgia? 


Primarily, the man told us, because labor costs are too high 
—because he can’t meet the minimum wage requirements and 
still produce competitively within that industry. 


It sounded as though Georgia labor may not be as cheap as 
its detractors claim—though wage differences still favor workers 
in many other states. 

But the wage gap is being narrowed—slowly but surely. 


He Proceeds With His Plan 


Meanwhile, the Georgia businessman is going ahead with his 
planning for Puerto Rico, where wage rates are considerably 
lower and where there’s also a most attractive (to him) free tax 
ride for 10 years. 

Puerto Rico obviously needs such industry. 


Georgia is and will be better off with industries that are 
willing to pay both their fair share of taxes and fair wage ‘rates 
that will add to its economic progress.
